Reuse  and  Recycling  Programs  - 

providing  maximum  reutilization  of  DOD  excess  property 

•  Scrap  Recycling  -  providing  a  recycling  service  with  reimbursement  going  back  to 
DOD  Qualified  Recycling  Programs
